They  are  chemically  nearly  pure  silica  and  are  scarcely  more 
affected  by  weathering  than  the  Best  granite.  They  are  also  very  refractory  and  will 
endure  exposure  to  fire  by  which  granite  or  limestone  would  be  entirely  destroyed. 

Their  strength  varies  from  8,000  to  12,000  pounds  to  the  cubic  inch  ; from  two 
to  four  times  that  of  the  best  brick  work,  at  least  •sufficient  to  endure  any  weight 
likely  to  be  imposed  upon  them  by  modern  architecture.
